County developing plan to deal with hazards 


Public’s input sought

In an attempt to identify potentially hazardous 
areas and prepare for any natural disaster, the 
county of Mendocino is preparing a hazard miti- 
gation plan. 

“It’s kind of like a pre-emptive strike,” said 
Bill Woodworth, emergency services coordinator 
for the county. “We want to change things to 
lessen the impact in the event of a disaster.” 

Once approved and adopted, the county could 


” 


apply for funding to correct existing conditions 
that otherwise could result in additional damage 
during natural or manmade disasters. The coun- 
ty, with support from Ukiah, Willits, Fort Bragg 
and Point Arena, will identify these conditions 
within their jurisdictions. 

“Tt will identify projects that we can get fund- 
ed to correct hazards that could result in greater 
damage to the county,” Woodworth said. 

He discussed examples of potential projects 
that could be funded with help from the mitiga- 
tion plan, including replacing drains in areas that 
collect water as well as improving bridge foun- 


dations. With the mitigation plan being a work- 
in-progress, Woodworth said the document could 
be modified to meet needs. 

“Its an ongoing project,” he said. “We can add 
to it and subtract from it. It’s a working docu- 
ment. It will be looked at, evaluated and re-eval- 
uated every year.” 

Woodworth and the county are encouraging 
residents to read the draft plan on the county Web 
site. 

“I would like people to read the plan, and if

Gates sees steady troop withdrawals 
if security improves in Iraq 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
held out hope Friday that U.S. forces in Iraq could continue a 
steady decline next year if security keeps improving — leaving 
100,000 by year end. But he did not rule out a small uptick in 
U.S. troops in Afghanistan. 

While Gates would not put a specific number on Iraq troop 
levels, he agreed a consistent reduction would leave 10 
brigades — roughly 100,000 troops — soon after American 
voters go to the polls for the 2008 presidential elections. 

There are currently 158,000 U.S. troops in Iraq. The first 
brigade that is not being replaced left this month. 

Gates said the capacity of Iraqi forces to bear more of the 
security burden and the ability of the Iraqi government to run 
the country are the leading factors that will influence how 
quickly U.S. forces can leave. 

“My hope has been that the circumstances on the ground will 
continue to improve in a way that would — when General 
(David) Petraeus and the chiefs and Central Command do their 
analysis in March — allow a continuation of the drawdowns at 
roughly the same pace as the first half of the year.”

Rice: U.S. has ‘no permanent enemies’; 
she looks to action from N. Korea, Iran 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice on Friday held out the prospect of improved relations with 
the remaining two members of President Bush’s “axis of evil,” 
Iran and North Korea, as long as they meet international 
demands over their nuclear programs. Rice said the Bush 
administration in its remaining year would welcome funda- 
mental changes in its dealings with the two countries, as well as 
with Syria, and as an example pointed to warming ties with 
Libya, which renounced weapons of mass destruction in 2003. 

“The United States doesn’t have permanent enemies, we’re 
too great a country for that,” she told reporters at a State 
Department press conference. But she stressed that neither 
North Korea nor Iran would benefit from closer relations with 
the U.S. unless they come clean about their weapons intentions. 

The third member of the “axis of evil,” Saddam Hussein’s 
Iraq, did not do so to Bush’s satisfaction and was invaded in 
2003, although no weapons of mass destruction were found. 
The administration has said it wants to deal diplomatically with 
the threats it sees from North Korea and Iran.

theories on star of Bethlehem

SOUTH BEND, Ind. -- It’s long been 
a puzzle for Christian astronomers, and 
now a professor from the University of 
Notre Dame thinks he has it figured out 
-- almost, anyway. 

His quest: discovering just what “the 
star in the East” was that led wise men 
to travel to Bethlehem 2,000 years ago. 

As a theoretical astrophysicist, Grant 
Mathews had hoped the answer would 
be spectacular -- something like a super- 
nova. But two years of research have led 
him to a more ordinary conclusion. The 
heavenly sign around the time of the 
birth of Jesus Christ was likely an 
unusual alignment of planets, the sun 
and the moon. 

Not a lot was written about the star in 
the Bible. In the Gospel of Matthew it 
says: “Where is he who has been born 
king of the Jews? For we have seen his 
star in the East, and have come to wor- 
ship him.” 

The star, though, has long been 
immortalized in Christmas songs, plays 
and movies. Astronomers, theologians 
and historians for hundreds of years 
have been trying to determine exactly 
which star might have inspired the bibli- 
cal writing. German astronomer 
Johannes Kepler proposed in 1604 that 
the star was a conjunction of Mars, 
Jupiter and Saturn in 7 B.C. 

The advantage Mathews has over 
Kepler and others who have pondered 
the question is that he had access to 
NASA’s databases. 

“In principle, we can see any star that 
was ever made from the beginning of 
time if we knew where to look. So the 
question is, could we find a star that 
could be a good candidate for what 
showed up then?” he said. 

Mathews found several possibilities. 
He began by posing three questions he 
would ask when trying to find the 
answer to any astronomical event: When 
did it occur? What were its characteris- 
tics? Did anyone else see it? 

The Gospel of Matthew indicates 
Jesus was born in Bethlehem when 
Herod was king. Roman historian 
Flavius Josephus wrote that Herod died 
after an eclipse of the moon before the 


Passover. Mathews said among the pos- 
sibilities are 6 B.C., 5 B.C., 1 B.C. or 1 
A.D. The star could have appeared up to 
two years before the wise men arrived in 
Jerusalem, he said. 

Mathews believes that means the 
Christmas star could have appeared any- 
where from 8 to 4 B.C. 

Among the characteristics written 
about the star was that it appeared 
before sunrise and that it appeared to 
“rest in the sky.” Mathews also found 
writings from Korean and Chinese 
astronomers of an event about 4 B.C. 
which described a comet with no tail 
that didn’t move. 

Using that set of facts, Mathews 
found several possibilities, including 
supernovas, novas and planetary align- 
ments. 

Mathews found two possible super- 
novas in the right period, but said one 
was probably too low on the horizon to 
be seen. The other supernova is known 
as Kes 75. But it was 60,000 light years 
away and may not have been particular- 
ly spectacular. 

“There’s no real convincing evidence 
this happened right at 2000 years ago, 
but it could be in the range of being 
right because it’s in the right location,” 
he said. 

He also found a number of nova that 
also could have been the Christmas star. 
The one he thinks is the most likely can- 


didate is known as Nova Aquilae V603. 
The problem with novas and comets, 
though, is that they were believed in 
ancient times to be a sign of disaster, not 
a portent of good things to come. 

For that reason, Mathews believes the 
Christmas star is most likely an align- 
ment of planets. He said there are three 
likely times for this: 

--Feb. 20, 6 B.C., when Mars, Jupiter 
and Saturn aligned in the constellation 
Pisces. 

--April 17, 6 B.C., when the sun, 
Jupiter, the moon and Saturn aligned in 
the constellation Aries while Venus and 
Mars were in neighboring constellations. 

--June 17, 2 B.C., when Jupiter and 
Venus were closely aligned in Leo. 

Mathews believes the April 17, 6 
B.C., alignment is the most likely candi- 
date. It makes sense because he believes 
the wise men were Zoroastrian 
astrologers who would have recognized 
the planetary alignment in Aries as a 
sign a powerful leader was born. 

“In fact it would have even meant 
that (the leader was) destined to die at 
an appointed time, which of course 
would have been significant for the 
Christ child, and may have been why 
they brought myrrh, which was an 
embalming fluid,” Mathews said. 
“Saturn there would have made whoever 
was born as a leader a most powerful 
leader because Saturn had the strength to 
do it, in their view.” 

Mathews has been sharing his find- 
ings in public lectures at Notre Dame 
and plans to write a paper to submit to 
the Quarterly Journal of the Royal 
Astronomical Society. He’s also consid- 
ering writing a book. 

Mathews concedes, though, that any 
of the other events could have been the 
famed star. Unless a document is discov- 
ered that allows historians to more accu- 
rately estimate exactly when Jesus was 
born, it will be impossible to say what 
caused the light with absolute certainty, 
Mathews said. 

“T think it would take more of a his- 
torical reference more than an astro- 
physics,” he said. “There are plenty of 
strong opinions out there. I think this is 
as good as you can do for now.”

Henry Hyde: 


Pro-life all the way 


As a solo pro-lifer over the years -- among 
my wife, my friends and journalists I work 
with -- I have been strengthened by knowing 
and learning from the late Henry Hyde on 
how to report on the degree to which this 
country can and is combating the culture of 
death -- from abortion to assisted suicide and 
the “futility doctrine” in a growing number of 
hospitals that certain lives are not worth living 
any more. 

From 1975 to 2007, former U.S. Rep. 
Hyde, a force for life, was not only instru- 
mental in limiting the number of abortions, he 
also voted for such measures the Family and 
Medical Leave Act and was vital in passing an 
American commitment to invest $5 billion for 
a five-year global program to curb the 
advance of HIV and AIDS. 

Additionally, he supported the Women, 
Infants and Children’s Nutritional Program, 
which lead House Democrat Barney Frank, 
who was not with Hyde on abortion, to tell 
The New York Times (Nov. 30) that the law- 
maker from Illinois, “acted on the view that 
because he opposed abortion, that children 
would be born in difficult circumstances, and 
he felt an obligation to help them.” 

Hyde and I got to know each other in the 
1980s, when I was reporting often on the deci- 
sions by an increasing number of parents and 
their physicians to deny medical treatment 
(and eventually life itself) to handicapped 
infants. In 1984, during a bitter debate in the 
House, Hyde championed an amendment to a 
bill extending the Child Abuse and Treatment 
Act. 

This amendment, vigorously opposed by 
House liberals, would broaden the definition 
of child abuse to include the denial of medical 
treatment or nutrition to infants born with life- 
threatening conditions. To make that section 
work in real life, it included a mandate that 
each state -- in order to continue getting funds 
for child-abuse programs -- would have to put 
in place a reporting system that could be alert- 
ed whenever a handicapped infant was being 
terminally abused by denial of medical treat- 
ment or food. 

What Hyde said that day on the floor of the 
House stands, in my mind, as one of the most 
powerful affirmations of equal protection of 
the laws concerning the fundamental humani- 
ty of everyone in this nation: 

“The fact is that...many children...are per- 
mitted to die because minimal routine medical 
care is withheld from them. And the parents 
who have the emotional trauma of being con- 
fronted with this horrendous decision, and 
seeing ahead a bleak prospect, may well not 
be, in that time and at that place, the best peo- 
ple to decide... 

“T suggest that a question of life or death 
for a born person ought to belong to nobody - 
- whether they are parents or not. The 
Constitution ought to protect the child. ... 
Because they are handicapped, they are not to 
be treated differently than if they were women 
of Hispanics or American Indians or black. 

“(These children’s handicap) is a mental 
condition or a physical condition; but by God 
they are human and nobody has the right to 
kill them by passive starvation or anything 
else.” 

The House voted 231-to-182 to pass the 
bill expanding the definition of child abuse to 
include the neglect of handicapped infants. 
(Barney Frank was among those in opposi- 
tion.) After a tough battle, it also passed the 
Senate and the House-Senate conference. 

My liberal friends couldn’t understand -- 
despite that debate in the House -- how I could 
become a pro-lifer, and I kept reminding them 
that they prided themselves on working to 
assure justice for the underrepresented in this 
country, those mired in poverty or without 
competent legal help or otherwise without 
essential resources. Hyde, in his ultimately 
successful striving to end the grotesque child 
abuse of partial-birth abortion, made the same 
point: 

“The people (other activists who) pretend 
to defend the powerless, those who cannot 
escape, who cannot rise up in the streets, these 
(are also human beings halfway outside the 
womb who) ought to be protected by the law. 
The law exists to protect the weak from the 
strong.” 

Hyde and I last spoke some months ago, 
when I was intent on tracking a House bill that 
would kill more human beings not yet born. 
He, of course, was on the case, and said to me, 
“You’re a tiger on protecting life.” 

His 1976 Hyde Amendment banning the 
use of federal funds to pay for abortions has 
saved at least a million lives over the past 30 
years. Compared to the tiger Hyde was, and 
remains in the effects of his advocacy of the 
life force, I’m just a pussycat. It was a great 
privilege to have known him. 

Not long before his death, he was awarded 
the Presidential Medal of Freedom by George 
W. Bush. Considering how many lives Hyde 
freed from extinction, it was utterly well- 
deserved.

Why are hospital 


quake upgrades 
not in state plans? 


No one can say anymore that Californians are pikers 
when it comes to spending their money (and their chil- 
dren’s) to upgrade and refurbish this state. 

That’s one meaning of last year’s easy passage of 
Propositions 1A - 1E, which provide $38 billion in bond 
money to fix potholes, build new carpool lanes, shore up 
levees and freeway bridges, build mass transit and 
schools, create battered women’s shelters and even repair 
private apartments. 

All worthy projects, no argument. But when - not if, 
but when - the next major earthquake strikes this state, 
none of those things will be as important as hospitals. And 
the huge infrastructure bond package designed by Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger and his buddies in the 
Democratic legislative leadership didn’t even mention 
hospitals. 

The trouble with this is that dozens, maybe hundreds, 
of hospitals around the state might have to be shut down 
as early as next year -- five years from now if the state 
Building Standards Commission grants them a reprieve - 
because they have not been retrofitted to withstand good- 
sized earthquakes. 

The omission was odd, because prior state law certain- 
ly does not forget about hospitals. The 1973 Alfred E. 
Alquist Hospital Facilities Seismic Safety Act, passed in 
the wake of the collapse of the Olive View Hospital dur- 
ing the 1971 Sylmar earthquake, mandates that all new 
hospital construction meet stringent seismic standards. 

It said nothing about older hospitals, but it should have, 
as anyone who stood outside the Granada Hills 
Community Hospital the morning of the 1994 Northridge 
earthquake could see. Both ends of that longish five-story 
structure sagged visibly after the magnitude 6.7 quake, 
and patients were wheeled and carried out as fast as 
humanly possible. But they couldn’t be taken to 12 of the 
nearest hospitals - because those also had suffered severe 
damage and were at least partially “red-tagged.” 

So legislators quickly passed a follow-up to the Alquist 
act, this law known as SB 1953. It demanded that any hos- 
pital not retrofitted by next year and posing any risk of 
collapse or significant risk of loss of life may be used only 
for non-acute care until it is fixed up. The law was written 
that way to ensure that all patients in non-retrofitted hos- 
pitals will be capable of either walking out after an earth- 
quake or being wheeled out. No one who can’t move or 
be moved should be treated in any questionable facility. 

Some hospitals have already gotten five-year exten- 
sions of the deadline, but more than half those affected 
have not. 

And how many are affected? More than 500 hospitals, 
almost half the state’s total, are still not earthquake safe, 
according to a new report from the Oakland-based 
California HealthCare Foundation and the Rand Corp. 
think tank in Santa Monica. 

Combine this with the U.S. Geological Survey’s esti- 
mate of an 80 percent to 90 percent risk of a 7.0 or greater 
earthquake in Southern California before 2030 and the 
survey’s estimate of a 62 percent likelihood of a similarly 
large one in Northern California and you get an idea of the 
stakes. 

So unless politicians do more than set deadlines and 
then grant extensions, a lot of injured people will have 
noplace to go after the next large quake. Not to mention 
the number of patients already in hospitals when a big 
shock strikes who will have no place to transfer. 

The final legal deadline for all hospitals to be com- 
pletely up to snuff or shut down is 2030, but the Rand- 
CHF study indicates many won’t comply even within the 
next 23 years. 

“Based on historical rates of construction and permit 
filings, about half the...hospital infrastructure will not 
comply with the 2008/2013 deadline,” said the report. 
“Because of the size of (buildings) that need to be con- 
structed and the maximum pace for design, regulatory and 
construction processes, it would take more than 30 years 
to (implement) SB1953.” 

So the ho-hum approach many hospitals took to the 
rules and deadlines set in 1994 now pretty much assures 
that about one-fourth of the state’s hospitals won’t comply 
even by 2030. 

Meanwhile, no one is providing public money for 
retrofitting those that do want to comply. And public 
money will be required, if the Rand-CHF construction 
cost estimate of between $45 and $110 billion is anywhere 
near accurate. The minimum cost estimated for hospital 
repair and replacement exceeds spending now planned for 
all those potholes, roads, schools and other good projects 
to be funded by last year’s bond issues. 

Yes, legislators set the existing deadlines and they can 
move those deadlines back if they wish. But mere politi- 
cians cannot influence the timing of the next big earth- 
quakes. 

Which means it is high time the state’s leaders recog- 
nized their most urgent construction problem and did 
something about it - even if that means diverting some of 
the money from last year’s bonds away from the purpos- 
es stated on the ballot. If they don’t wake up, a lot of peo- 
ple will be killed, injured or left without care, whether 
they are insured or not.

Speaking softly in 
response to a series of ques- 
tions by U.S. District Judge 
Susan Illston, baseball’s 
reigning home run leader said 
he wanted the two lawyers to 
represent him, even though 
lead attorney Ruby had earlier 
represented Bonds’ personal 
surgeon Dr. Arthur Ting and 
Arguedas represented former 
track star Tim Montgomery. 

“The concern is that their 
prior representation may 
impact their representation of 
you,” Illston said. 

Ilston did not immediately 
rule on whether to disqualify 
Ruby and Arguedas and asked 
Bonds to file a written decla- 
ration by Jan. 4, though she 
appeared inclined to let 
Bonds keep the lawyers. 

Bonds answered “yes” 
when the judge asked him if 
his lawyers explained their 
potential conflicts before he 
hired him earlier this month. 
Bonds’ longtime criminal 
defense attorney Michael 
Rains also told the judge they 
he explained to Bonds the 
conflict issues. 

Bonds declined to com- 
ment as he left court, this time 
through a smattering media 
gaggle rather than the crush- 
ing, chaotic scene of his 
arraignment Dec. 7. 

Prosecutors said 
Montgomery likely won’t be 
called to the witness stand, 
but they said in court papers 
that they will probably call 
Ting as a witness at trial. 
They’re concerned Ruby 
won’t conduct a rigorous 
cross-examination of the doc- 


tor. 

Ruby told the judge that he 
represented Ting for a month 
in 2005 when the doctor was 
ordered to turn over Bonds’ 
medical records to investiga- 
tors. Ting also testified in 
2006 before the grand jury 
investigating Bonds’ for per- 
jury. 

Ting accompanied Bonds 
to the Bay Area Laboratory 
Co-Operative to draw the 
slugger’s blood, which was 
privately tested for steroids.

EUGENE, Ore. (AP) — 
Oregon football coach Mike 
Bellotti, approached by 
UCLA in its search for a head 
coach, said Friday he’s stay- 
ing put. 

“You’re always flattered 
when others want to talk to 
you, but that’s because of the 
success we’ve enjoyed based 
on our players, our support 
staff and our administration,” 
Bellotti said in a statement 
posted on the university Web 
site. “I have been, and contin- 
ue to be, 100 percent commit- 
ted to the University of 
Oregon and our pursuit of a 
national championship.” 

Bellotti, who turned 57 on 
Friday, is in his 13th season as 
Oregon’s coach with a record 
of 105-52. The university con- 
firmed Thursday that he had 
spoken to UCLA officials. 

“I was approached by them 
on several occasions and 
finally agreed to allow them to 
come to Eugene and speak 


with me,” his statement said. 

Bellotti said his priorities 
are “the quality of life, my 
family and the opportunities 
to win. ... 

“UCLA wanted to present 
to me a scenario that would 
offer all those things and 
asked if I would listen. That’s 
as far as it ever went. I never 
considered it an interview, 
merely an opportunity for 
them to provide me with some 
information and insights into 
their program,” he said.

Ochoa received 71 votes 
from members of The 
Associated Press, equal to the 
combined total of the next 
seven athletes below her on 
the list. 

She joined Sorenstam, 
Kathy Whitworth, Mickey 
Wright and Babe Zaharias as 
the only golfers to win the 
award in consecutive years. 

“Being compared with 
such exceptional players 
makes me feel honored,” 
Ochoa said in an e-mail from 
Mexico, where she is spend- 
ing a hard-earned vacation. 
“My main goal is to maintain 
myself as the No. 1. 
Therefore, I can promise to 
keep improving.” 

Justine Henin, who won 
her third straight French Open 
title in tennis, was second 
with 18 votes. Rounding out 
the top five were New York 
Marathon winner Paula 
Radcliffe, Tennessee basket- 
ball player Candace Parker 
and Allyson Felix, the second 
woman in history to win three 
gold medals at the World 
Track and Field 
Championships. 

Tom Brady, who led the 
New England Patriots to 14 
consecutive wins and was on 
pace to break Peyton 
Manning’s single season 
touchdown pass record of 49, 
was the AP Male Athlete of 
the Year. Brady received 51 
votes, 18 more than runner-up 
Roger Federer, the Swiss ten- 
nis star who won his 5th con- 
secutive Wimbledon and 4th 
consecutive U.S. Open, his 
llth and 12th Grand Slam 
titles. 

Never afraid to fail, Ochoa 
has been scaling heights since 
she was a girl. 

She broke both wrists when 
she fell 15 feet from a tree at 
age 5. When she was 12, she 
trained six months to climb 
the snowcapped top of Pico de 
Orizaba, Mexico’s tallest 
mountain at 18,405 feet. 

Her rise to No. 1 also was 
hard work. 

Twice she had a chance to 
reach No. 1 by winning tour- 
naments, but a triple bogey in 
the third round derailed her 
bid at the Kraft Nabisco 
Championship, and a double 
bogey on the final hole cost 
her the title at the Ginn Open. 

The 26-year-old Ochoa 
became No. 1 during a week 
off in April. In her first tour- 
nament as the LPGA’s top 
player, with a frenzied gallery 
in Mexico ready for a corona- 
tion, she finished two shots 
behind unheralded Silvia 
Cavalleri. 

Even more pressure came 
in the majors, the only 
achievement Ochoa was miss- 
ing. 

After blowing her chances 
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at the Kraft Nabisco, Ochoa 
was tied for the lead in the 
U.S. Women’s Open with five 
holes to play until two poor 
tee shots left her short again. 
But she buried those demons 
for good at the Women’s 
British Open, where a gritty 
chip on the dangerous Road 
Hole secured a four-shot vic- 
tory. 

“There were a lot of people 
saying that I wasn’t good 
enough, or that I couldn’t win 
a major, or when am I going to 
win a major,” Ochoa said. 
“And I always have taken all 
of the comments and under- 
stood very well because I did- 
n’t win. I just think now it’s a 
big step forward. I did it, and 
there’s no more to say.” But 
she didn’t pack it in. 

Ochoa will soak in a view 
from the top of a mountain, 
but her eyes are quick to scan 
the horizon for the next moun- 
tain to climb. She won her 
next two starts on the LPGA 
Tour and finished the season 
with eight victories, finishing 
out of the top 10 only four 
times. 

“T don’t like to look back,” 
she said. “I was always very 
motivated to become No. 1 
because of what it meant and 
because of all the effort and 
passion I have put in during 
my life to golf. Now that I am 
No. 1, P’ m even more motivat- 
ed to keep giving my best.” 

Sorenstam was injured for 
about half the season, but 
even the Swede wonders if 
she could have stopped 
Ochoa. 

“I have a lot of respect for 
Lorena,” Sorenstam sad. “I 
think she’s a fantastic player. 
She deserves to be No. 1. 
She’s playing consistent every 
week. She’s playing as good 
as anybody can play.” 

Still, she is not perfect, 
which showed in two collaps- 
es at majors, and another that 
almost cost her $1 million. A 
four-shot lead was trimmed to 
one at the ADT 
Championship, and Ochoa 
found her tee shot on the 18th 
so buried in Bermuda rough 
that she could only see half 
the ball as she sized up her 
161-yard shot over the water. 

She hit her approach to 30 
inches, the signature shot in 
the best season of her career. 

“I think she’s been the best 
player,” Karrie Webb said. “I 
don’t think any of the players 
question that.” 

Playing golf is only part of 
what makes Ochoa a super- 
star. At a gathering of LPGA 
Tour founders, Ochoa politely 
asked each for an autograph. 

And after winning $1 mil- 
lion from the final event of the 
year, Ochoa pledged 
$100,000 for flood victims in 
Mexico and set aside a large 
amount to help build schools 
for the needy children in her 
town. 

Two of her cousins made a 
documentary of Ochoa this 
year, bringing a hand-held 
video camera to all the tourna- 
ments. They live in the United 
States, and often tried to 
expand Ochoa’s vocabulary. 

Instead of saying she had a 
good day during the U.S. 
Women’s Open, she said it 
was “delightful,” and then 
looked to her cousins to make 
sure she used the word prop- 
erly.

7 to Feb. 8 to set up a sched- 
ule of future court dates. 
Bonds will not appear at that 
hearing.

Instead of being sympa- 
thetic, you felt marginalized and became 
antagonistic, and your sister responded by 
being autocratic and inaccessible. Since Mom 
is in a nursing home, we assume you have 
checked it out and she is receiving good care. 
If your sister has taken over Mom’s house and 
bank account with permission, consider it her 


“reward.” If you think she is stealing money 
that Mom needs for her care, you should noti- 
fy the National Center on Elder Abuse 
(ncea.aoa.gov) at 1-800-677-1116.

to appear in Mendocino 
County Thursday to speak to 
his supporters and meet with 
local business people. 

He canceled his appearance 
after hearings were scheduled 
on his proposal to impeach 
Vice President Dick Cheney. 
Kucinich’s wife, Elizabeth, 
had planned to take over his 
scheduled events but also had 
to cancel after Perry Kucin- 
ich, Kucinich’s youngest 
brother, was found dead at 
home. 

Organizers encouraged 
those in attendance Thursday 
to get out and vote for 
Kucinich in California’s pri- 
mary. In 2004, he received 14 
percent of the county vote, 
only 1 percent shy of getting a 
delegate at the nominating 
convention. 

In a 20-minute recorded 
speech, Kucinich lamented 
the violence in American soci- 
ety, both at home and abroad 
in Afghanistan and Iraq. 

“We must regroup and 
reclaim the primacy of peace 
in our lives,” Kucinich said. 

“Tf violence can be learned, 
then non-violence can be 
learned,” he said. 

Kucinich said, as president, 


he would reject war as a tool 
of policy and work to end the 
continuing violence in 
American cities. 

He also said he would work 
to eliminate America’s stock- 
pile nuclear, biological and 
chemical weapons and make 
sure the United States became 
a signatory of the treaties ban- 
ning the use of nuclear 
weapons, biological weapons 
and land mines as well as the 
international criminal court. 

“This is the time of year to 
think about peace on earth,” 
Kucinich said. “Every day is a 
good day to practice it.” 

Following the speech, sev- 
eral Kucinich supporters came 
forward to ask questions of 
Kucinich that were video- 
taped so they could be sent to 
the candidate. 

Concerns ranged from the 
desire for universal single- 
payer health care, to wonder- 
ing what Kucinich’s stand is 
on medical marijuana. 

One woman asked why 
Kucinich was pursuing the 
impeachment of Cheney when 
she said it was obvious that 
President George W. Bush 
was the true criminal. 

The video will be forward- 
ed to Kucinich, who is expect- 
ed to send back answers for 
local broadcast.

SAN DIEGO — A young married cou- 
ple and a plumber were among four 
Mexicans killed in October’s Southern 
California wildfires and identified by 
investigators Friday, nearly two months 
after their bodies were found near the 
U.S.-Mexico border. 

The San Diego County Medical 
Examiner’s Office said the dead were 
Ruben Santos Ramirez, 28, and his wife, 
Areli Peralta Rivera, 25, from the small 
town of Mazatlan, Guerrero near 
Acapulco, Mexico; Lourdes Eugenio 
Tadeo, 21, from the same town; and

Ruben Mendez Hernandez, 23, a plumber 
from Mexico’s Guanajuato state. The 
town of Mazatlan shares a name with the 
larger city on the Pacific Coast. 

The charred remains of the four, who 
were believed to have crossed the border 
illegally, were found in a ravine on Oct. 
29. Investigators from the California 
Department of Justice used DNA analysis 
to help identify them. 

Another member of the group, 20- 
year-old Alejandro Martinez of Mazatlan, 
died last month at UCSD Medical Center. 

Peralta’s father, Concepcion Peralta, 
was in San Diego County attempting to 


find out his daughter’s fate. He had 
hoped upon his recent arrival that she was 
only missing. 

The victims were among eight people 
killed by the Harris Wildfire in San Diego 
County, which also seriously injured four 
firefighters and a teenage boy and con- 
sumed hundreds of homes in the rural 
communities along the U.S.-Mexico bor- 
der east of San Diego
